property offered

worth several thousand dollars. 
The news of the gift, which will be 
available whenever it is wanted, gave 
added impetus to the plan to build a 
hospital 
here. 
For several 
months 
those interested in promoting the idea 
had allowed it to remain idle owing to 
the fact that the war was claiming so 
much attention. 
Calls have 
been so 
frequent 
for subscriptions to 
many 
things, Red Cross, Liberty Bonds, and 
so on, that it was not felt that a t the 
present time it would be wise to pri ss 
the local hospital agitation. 
The offer of the site puts a different 
face on the thing, hoxvever, and with 
the 
site available without any

which has followed each

curring suggestion about patting up 
such an institution 
here, it is likely 
that some

Look for Farm Bureau Measure 
to Help Consumer. Expect 
Action.

State officials, especially those con­ 
nected with the State Department of 
Agriculture, are banking on the pas­ 
sage of the farm bureau bill to aid 
in the reduction of the cost of milk to 
the consumer. This bill has passed 
the Sedate, and is now on the third 
reading 
calendar. 
As 
the 
various 
dairymen’s associations of the State 
are a unit in their support of the 
measure, it is believed the Governor 
will approve it if it reaches him. 
This bdl alone will not solve the 
question of the ever-increasing price 
of milk, but it will aid the State De­ 
partment in opening the way for a 
more ready means of getting the milk 
direct from the producer to the con­ 
sumer. 
“There is no getting away from the 
fact that grain is high and th at the 
prices probably will remain high for 
some time”, said Secretary Patton of 
the Agricultural 
Department. 
“The 
farmers are now selling milk a t cost 
or less, and they cannot be expected 
to turn it over to the distributor at a 
smaller figure than they are asking. 
“The Farm Bureau bill will enable 
the department to organize the distri­ 
bution of milk. In the average city 
there are possibly eight to a dozen 
milk wagons serving the people. Un­ 
der the Farm Bureau plan one wagon 
would do this work; or, better still, 
the milk could be delivered directly 
to the 'corner grocer, immediately put 
on ice and sold to the consumer. This 
would prevent the peddling of the 
ulso the standing of milk bottles in 
the sun or on doorsteps, where they 
may remain two or three hours in the 
dust.” 


At a meeting of local citizens in the

The steel contracts went to the Se 
attle Construction and Dry Dock com 
pany of Seattle. 
Ten of the wooden 
hull contracts to the Foundation com 
pan.v. Newark, N. J.; twelve to the 
Groton Iron Works, Noank, Conn., and j 
two to the Ship Construction and Trad , 
Ing company. Stonington, Conn. 
The fleet corporation now ha* con­ 
tracted for a total of ISS ships and j 
hulls. 
Complete steefl contracted for , 
number twenty-eight; complete com 
goalie ships thirty-two, and complete 
wooden ships, thirty. Contracts have 
been let for forty-eight wooden hulls. 
A basis price of $56 20 a tou was 
fixed for steel plates In contracts for 
the ten 'sh ip s which were signed by 
William Denman, chairman of the ship­ 
ping board. 
Future contract* WHI be 
let at that price Instead of $90 paid 
for steel In s<§to earlier contracts. 
The c o n tra c t were let to the Dow

Secretary of the Navy Daniels ha*- 
ordered coal and oil producers to sup 
ply the enormous quantities needed by 
the navy at prices to be fixed later by 
the president when the federal trade 
commission has determined a fair rate 
Th# navy will use 1.750,000 tons of 
coal and lo,OOO,OOO barrels of oil pur 
chased under this application of the 
authority granted bv congress 
Similarly, steel for the entire navy 
building program Is being bought at 
a rat# flied when Secretary Daniels 
rejected the proposals of the steel 
makers as too high 
Secretary Daniels said the coal op 
erators proposed to furnish navy coal 
at a rate of $2.96 a ton at the mine. 
The navy has been paying $2.98 a ton 
delivered. The secretary directed the 
companies to ship Immediately, agree­ 
ing to pay a tentative price of $2.38 
at the mine*.

The president 
warned opponents of the bills that 
should they defeat them, they must ba 
prepared to take the responsibility of 
food conditions and prices which w ert 
predicted to follow. 
"A certain disservice has been dona 
the l^ever bill speaking of It as the 
food control bill,” wrote the president. 
“The object of the measure Is not to 
control the food of the country but 
to release It from the control of specu­ 
lators aud other persons who will seek | 
to make inordinate profits out of it and 
to protect tile people against the ex­ 
tortions which would result. 
“ It seems to me that those who ' 
oppose the measure ought very seri­ 
ously to consider whether they are not 
playing Into the hands of such persons 
and whether they are not making 
themselves responsible 
should 
they 
succeed, for the ordinary and oppres­ 
sive price of food in the United Statue. 
Foodstuffs will, of course, Inevitably 
be high, but it is possible by perfectly 
legitimate means to keep them from 
being unreasonably and oppressively : 
high."

The wave of applause greeting this 
statem ent added strength to his pre 
diction that the bill will pass the 
house by a large majority perhaps by > 
the end of the week.

“It Is the crook that shall 
suffer lu the sunlight aud it Is the 
crook, unpatriotic selfish aud greedy 
tha we are after."

does it feel and sound in the “innards” 
of a British tank in action? 
Bullets clattering against the steel 
covered sides of the newly invented 
w ar machine sound like myriads of 
hailstones against the window of a 
moving train. A direct hit by a shell 
shakes the m onster from stem to 
stem and rattles your teeth but in 
tanks like this, it merely tickles their 
ribs and they wallow on. 
A first hand description of a tank 
fighting was given here to-day by one 
of the crew of H. M. Landslip "Ich- 
thyosauras”. He speaks from inside 
inform ation. 
“ You need your sealegs to ride a 
tank”, the land seaman said, describ­ 
ing the slow rolling ride towards an 
enemy 
machine-gun 
“nest” 
some­ 
where on the Somme. The tank ap­ 
proaches the 
German 
wire—brown 
rusty entanglem ents in multitudinous 
rows. 
It 
slides 
down 
an old mint 
c rater and waddles up the other side. 
It cuts through the forest 
of wire, 
with scratchy crunching sounds and 
ju st ahead is the “nest”, 
piles 
of 
white sand-hags with little loopholes 
here and there. 
“ We fire without ceasing, hand on 
gun, and eye glued to the loophole 
pierced in the steel with sweat pour­ 
ing down our forearms. 
“ A thud; a powerful panting, 
a 
last and 
alm ost imperceptible 
atop. 
The nose of our tank scatters sand 
ami cem ent bags throw ing them right 
and left as if it were ploughing up a 
field. 
Then comes 
another 
violent 
shuck, and heavy 
blows and a e n sil­ 
ing. We are going s tn ig h t through 
a wall and are pulverizing machine­ 
guns. Grenades burst upon the tankas 
arm or. We are in the midst of the 
“nest”. All a t once enemy heads with 
terror on their faces appear on both 
• nides of us. Now is our turn. Our m i- 
ehine-guns 
crackle; 
our 
bullets 
whistle into 
the 
German 
trenches 
which we are enfilading and we throw 
lead into the underground passages 
lending from the “ nest” to the rear. 
D ie G erm ans are in the greatest dis­ 
order. 
They throw them selves flat 
on their stom achs, they raise their 
irm s to heaven and some of them try 
to run away. 
“ A w histle sounds in the tank and 
we stop. Then wild cheers come fa in t­ 
ly to our ears. The Tommies are just 
behind us. They take possession of 
the “ nest” and gather up everything 
living which remains.**

Cans*, and H* Won. 
In the spring of 1913 occurred the 
dias st piu s floods in Ohio. 
Daniel Wil­ 
lard. president of tile Baltimore and 
Ohio. could im t rest content with mere­ 
ly directing relief from Iii* office In 
Baltimore, 
lie rushed Immediately to 
the scene of a off cling and destruction, 
w h ere he remained till the danger wa* 
past. 
A New York banker, whose influence 
and friendship were much needed by 
the Baltimore and Ohio. ran down to 
Baltimore. 
He was a man to whom 
time I* money In capital letters and 
he had a incitive date with Daniel 
Willard. 
But when he reached the 
railroad i>fficcs the president was gone. 
’’He’s at the front.” said one of his 
reeretarles and explained how the chief 
had gone out to t ’amden station on 
the preceding night. 
A message can­ 
celing the engagement had l*een sent 
to New York—Willard Is most punc­ 
tilious In such matters hut It hail fail­ 
ed to arrive. 
The banker frowned. He was not in 
the habit of hurrying to see railroad­ 
ers who were seeking loans and then 
having them fail to keep appointments 
with him 
But when lie was back In 
his own office the next day and tho 
newspaper extras were telling of the 
catastrophe flint had swept over Ohio 
he sent a personal message to the pres­ 
ident of the Baltimore and Ohio. 
It 
told him that he might draw fo r as 
much money a* he needed to put his 
railroad on lls feet again. 
“He's at the front.” 
That was tho thing that had hit the 
Wall street man clean lietween the 
eyes.— Everybody*#.

Po here we have an acknowledged 
authority stating thai lite most Impor­ 
tant factor in the tone of a go**! violin j 
is the varnish 
And doe* the *piality 
of the lost varnish mean that the old 
makers were men of genius? 
Not a 
hit of It. 
Apparently they were Just 
good workmen whose product could lie 
equaled today In any civilized country 
lf the varnish could be discovered. 
That this secret should be lost is one 
of the smazlng farts of history. 
It Is* 
Inconceivable to us that 'JOO years 
hem** no one will l*e able to supply the 
shellac varnish that can lie found in 
anv painters’ supply shop today. 
And j 
yet this Is what has hap|*ened to the 
varnish used by the Cremona makers. 
It has simply Iteen forgotten; that Is 1 
all. 
It was no secret a few hundred 
years ago. 
We Aud chain*, tables, rah- I 
blets aud bedsteads of the period coy-! 
ered with the golden, lustrous varnish j 
of Amati and Htrndlvarl. 
The old violin makers used It because j 
It was cheap ami easy to pnn-ure. 
It 
Itegan to go out of general u*<o Iii the 
sixteenth century Idealise It was found , 
to l*e too soft for the wear and tear of 
furniture. 
It was still used by the vio 
Un makers, however, none of whom 
seems to have left the re Ipe. 
Perhaps 
they dbl not know It. 
The average , 
cabinetmaker today need not know 
how to make the varnish he buys by 
the gallon. 
Thus the varnish which 
was used by the whole Italian nation 
for two centuries Is now nu unknown 
mixture of mysteries. 
Whence came the gums and oils of 
the old Italian varnish? We have rea- j 
win for believing that they were not 
Indigenous to the Italian soil. 
3\ e 
know that much of the maple used by 
the violin makers of the day came 
from Turkey. 
Rf rads va rl often used 
the straight grained maple of the Ital­ 
ian Alps for. his chestier Instruments. 
For his wealthy patrons he used a 
beautiful curly maple that came from 
Turkey. Why from Turkey? The rea ' 
son Is obvious. Venice and Genoa held 
command of the eastern trade of Italy, j 
It was cheaper to Import maple to 
Venice by sea than to carry It over j 
land from northern Italy. 
But when 
the Venetian oar makers came serosa a | 
piece of maple t**o curly to is* strong 
enough they sold it to the violin mak­ 
ers. 
The beautiful hacks of the l>est 
Ntradl vs Hue 
violins, 
therefore, 
are 
made from wn**d that the oar makers j 
rejected 
Now, If the gums and oils of the old 
varnish came from the orient It woald i 
become noire and noire difficult to pro­ 
cure them Iii pr< if tort Ion as the Vene­ 
tian trade diminished. History confirms 
this theory. 
Tile Turks waged a war 
against the opulent and |siwerfnl re­ 
public of Venire from 104.3 to I F o r 
the first thirteen years of the eighteenth 
century Venice had a certain amount of 
peace. But In 171H Venice, by the jieaee 
of Pasaarowfta, abdicated her rank In 
Europe, became a nonentity In politics ( 
and saw her trail** begin to dwindle 
Venice, the former mighty queen of th® 
Adriatic, lost her great oriental trade. 
Is It any wonder that the oriental j 
gums should di«ap|*esr from her Im 
port* when the cabinetmakers no long 
♦*r used them? The little that the violin 
makers needed was too small to keep 
the trail** alive. Then In 1750 a patent ' 
was given by lite king of France to Si- ; 
mon Martin for a period of twonty-flfv ; 
years for the newly discovered process 1 
of making the much more durable and 
glossy copal varnish. 
That was the { 
finish of the old Dalian varnish, wrotig- 
lr railed “t'remona" varnish. 
lf the socr-*t **r kist process of the obi 
varnish maker# could be discovered we 
believe (liar Guarnerius aud SiredIva- 
rins ami all the rest of them would 
lose tin* title of genuses they have SO 
'on** enjoyed and be consider'**! merely 
go*xl workmen. 
It is ,*m difficult today , 
to make a chair aud cover it with the t 
mysterious varnish as It Is to reproduce 
the fatuous old violins.
